A tree is a tree, said the 
mayor of larkspur. 
But a former mayor did not 
think it so simple as that. 
The dispute arose last night 
In Larkspur City Council dis­ 
cussion of a proposed tree ordi­ 
nance. 
Form er Mayor Lesly A Davel- 
er, attending as an interested 
citizen, noted that the five-page 
document 
nowhere defined 
a 
tree. “ How the dickens can you 
have an ordinance until you 
know 
what 
you’re * talking 
about?” he asked. 


“ A tree is a tree, Les,” said 
M ayor Neil R. Brixon. 


“ I think everyone knows what 
a tree is,” Councilman Earl J. 
O’Grady said. 
But Jack Fowler of 34 lau rel 
Avenue agreed with Daveler. “ Is 
Scotch broom a tree?” he ask­ 
ed. Fowler suggested some mini­ 
mum diam eter or height which 
would qualify a plant as a tree. 
City Mgr. Ronald E. Piper 


said this kind of definition would 
not work because the ordinance 
would ban the planting of some 
trees such as eucalyptus, black 
walnut, 
palm 
and 
poplar 
in 
public rights of way. 
“ If you said a tree was som e­ 
thing that was an inch or more 
in diam eter at the trunk, there 
would be no way of banning 
planting of saplings because they 
would be too sm all at the time 
to qualify as trees,” said Piper. 
Councilmen Vaughan M. M ark­ 
er declared that it would be im­ 
possible to get 7.000 citizens to 
agree on the definition of a tree. 
“ This document is cumber­ 
some enough,” M arker said. "I 
can’t see why we are beating it 
to death.” 


“ A tree is going to be pretty 
much a tree,” Brixon reiterated. 


Nevertheless, councilmen de­ 
layed action on the ordinance 
until April 7, 
not necessarily

to-hand fighting w h i c h 
raged for hours. 


It was the most violent 
anti - American 
demonstration 
witnessed in Moscow in more 
than a decade. As the battle 
wore on it becam e clear the fury 
of the mob was directed as much 
against police and soldiers as

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Interstate Highway Program Still 
On Schedule, Half Completed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Con­ 
struction on the world’s greatest 
highway program yet conceived 
— the 41,000-mile U.S. interstate 
system — is past the halfway 
mar,k and just about on sched­ 
ule. 
The program was set up by 
Congress in 1956 and 1972 set as 
the target date for completion. 
It will consist of 41,000 miles 
of high-speed highways to con­ 
nect the nation’s principal met­ 


ropolitan areas, cities and in-1 
dustrial centers and to serve as 
a defense network of roads if 
needed. 
The system generally is de­ 
signed to take motorists whiz­ 
zing along without worries about j 
. intersections, traffic lights and j 
jammed city streets. 
Today, 
a little 
more than 
eight years after the program 
was launched, 19.018 miles are 
open for traffic; construction is 


under way on 
another 5,19$ 
miles, while engineering work 
or right-of-way acquisition is in 
progress for another 12,103. 
The remaining 4,680 miles in 
the system are listed by the Bu­ 
reau of Public Roads as in pre­ 
liminary status or not started. 
Thus, about 89 per cent of th« 
system is open or under way.

Electing county supervisors at 
large would be too expensive 
for the “ little man” running for 
office and might invite bossism 
and control by special interests, 
a four-man radio panel agreed 
today. 
The speakers also held that su­ 
pervisors elected at large would 
be less likely to provide direct 
representation than those now 
elected by districts. 
The discussion, on radio sta­ 
tion KTIM’s “ Marin Sounding 
Board,” was moderated by Kit­ 
ty Oppenheimer. It will be re­ 
broadcast from a recording at 
12:30 p.m. Sunday. 
The panelists were County 
Counsel Douglas J. Maloney, 


Supervisors Ernest N. Ketten- 
hofen and Thomas T. Storer, and 
Joseph Forest, a director of the 
Marin Council for Civic Affairs. 
A bill (AB 766), introduced by 
Assemblyman William T. Bagley 
of San Rafael at the request of 
last year’s county board of su­ 
pervisors, 
would 
allow 
each 
county to elect supervisors at 
large. 
Each supervisor would still 
have to live within the district 
which he represented, but would 
be voted by everyone in the 
county. The law, if passed, 
would not make “ at large” elec­ 
tions mandatory; each county 
would have the option of adopt­ 
ing it or retaining the present 


system. 
Supervisor Kettenhofen point­ 
ed out that state and national 
representatives are elected by 
districts. He said the same phil­ 
osophy should apply to county 
elections. 


Both Kettenhofen and Storer 
warned that “ at large” elections 
could bring special interests or 
political machines to back an 
incumbent, making it almost im­ 
possible for a challenger with 
meager funds to unseat him. 
Storer estimated it would cost 
$30,000 for a candidate to put on 
an adequate campaign county- 
wide. 


Forest said the Marin Council 
for Civic Affairs Is opposed to 
elections at large for two main 
reasons: They would be expen­ 
sive for candidates, and direct 
representation could suffer. 
“ If someone in Novato has to 


call a supervisor in Mill Val­ 
ley, he may not get the kind of 
representation he expects,’’ said 
Forest. 
Forest suggested a change in 
state law to allow a county 
1 seven supervisors instead of 
five. He presented a map show­ 
ing seven districts, with each 
having a population of not less 
; than 12 per cent of the entire 
i county and not more than 16 per 
! cent. 
Kettenhofen and Storer sug­ 
gested that eventually a char­ 
tered City and County of Marin 
may come into being.

To leave Marin soon

Expert To 


Leave Marin 


Dr. Joel W. Hedgpeth soon will 
be leaving the Marin County 
coastline that has been so much 
in his life since 1947. 
He has been director of Uni­ 
versity of the Pacific’s Pacific 
Marine Station at Dillon Beach 
since 1958, and before that was 
visiting professor at the coastal 
research center almost from the 
days of its postwar creation. 
Dr. Hedgpeth will leave this 
Rummer to become resident di­ 
rector of Oregon State Univer­ 
sity’s Marine Science Center in 
Newport, Ore. He will be suc­ 
ceeded at Dillon Beach by Dr. 
Edmund H. Smith, a marine bi­ 
ologist specializing in evolution 
and structure of mollusca. 
Dr. Hedgpeth received h i s 
bachelor’s degree from Univer­ 
sity of California in 1933. After 
depression-years jobs “counting 
bonds for the government’’ and 
doing salmon research in the 
American River, he earned his 
master’s degree in 1940 and doc­ 
torate in 1951. also from U.C. 
Before his seven-year director­ 
ship at Dillon Beach, he worked 
with the Texas Fish and Oyster 
Commission. 
In addition to many technical 
scientific papers, Dr. Hedgpeth 
has written a layman’s handbook 
on marine and tidelands life of 
San Francisco Bay and coastal 
waters which is popular with na­ 
ture lovers and conservationists. 
The new director at Dillon 
Beach, Dr. Smith, was graduat­ 
ed from Occidental College, re­ 
ceived his m aster’s degree from 
University of the Pacific and his 
doctorate at University of Glas­ 
gow, Scotland. He is now doing 
a research project on boring 
clam s at the Marine Biological 
Laboratories, W o o d s H o l e , 
M ass., and recently conducted 
research in Central and South 
America. 
Dr. Gary J. Brusca, assistant 
professor of zoology at Univer­ 
sity of the Pacific, has been 
named assistant director of the 
m arine station.

dramatize pleas for liberaliza­ 
tion of Alabama’s voting laws. 
King, who delivered a funeral 
sermon yesterday for a Negro 
laborer shot to death during an 
outbreak of racial violence in 
Marion the night of Feb. 18, said 
the march definitely is sched­ 
uled to begin Sunday afternoon. 
King said he plans to head the 
long procession at the outset but 
may leave the line after the 
march begins and return as it 
nears Montgomery. 
The marching Negroes, who 
King hopes will number from 
500 to 800, will seek to get the 
state 
voting 
laws 
liberalized 
while the Alabama Legislature 
is in special session. The session 
was called to consider Gov. 
G e o r g e Wallace’s education 
bills. 
King, cutting short a visit to 
Washington, flew back to Ala- 


bama to pay a m artyr’s tribute 
to Jimmie Lee Jackson, 26, then 
left again for New York. The 
Negro integration leader and 
Nobel Peace Prize winner was 
scheduled to speak there today 
to the women’s division of the 
United Jewish Appeal. 
In a funeral sermon at Marion 
for Jackson, a Baptist deacon 
and leader in the right to vote 
battle in Perry County, King 
promised 
an 
unending 
cam­ 
paign for racial equality in Ala­ 
bama. “We are going to march 
through the streets until every 
Negro can vote,” he vowed.

What puzzled highway patrol­ 
men was why the car smashed 
broadside into a concrete pillcr 
of the Lucky Drive pedestrian 
crossing at 1:30 a.m. Saturday. 
A rainstorm at the time seemed 
insufficient explanation. 
Officers theorized a slow-mov­ 
ing car, possibly with its lights 
out, may have loomed up sud­ 
denly in the night, causing Lar­ 
son to swerve abruptly. 
Larson died in the hospital 
wrhtout 
recovering 
conscious­ 


ness sufficiently to tell what 
happened. Neither has his wife 
been able to provide an explana­ 
tion. 


Capt. Theodore F. Parnow of 
the highway patrol asked for 
help from anyone who saw any­ 
thing on that stretch of Highway 
101 early Saturday that might 
explain the mystery.

'Nereus Voyage Spells Adventure

What is life like for a woman 
living most of 20 months on 
a yacht that sailed 41.000 miles 
around the world visiting 40 
countries and more than 200 
ports ? 
Peggy Pomeroy of Sausalito 
can tell you. 
Furtherm ore, she has been 
living aboard the “ Nereus” in 
the San Francisco Marina har­ 
bor since Christmas and will 
be there until she and her 
husband move to their Bolinas 
home this month. Their Sau­ 
salito home is leased to the 
New Zealand Consul General. 


BILL AND PEGGY POME­ 
ROY — formally Mr. and Mrs. 
William A. Pomeroy — have 
lived in Sausalito since 1941 
when they were m arried, and 
Bill lived there many years 
before. He is the owner and 
proprietor of the P o m e r o y 
Galleries in San Francisco, for 
which both he and Peggy buy 
art all over the world, and 
has an international construc­ 
tion business. 
On May 15, 1963. they sailed 
aboard the “ Nereus” fully in­ 
tending to be gone two years, 
but they returned four months 
early when they decided they 
wanted to spend last Christ­ 
m as with their children. 
Will, their younger son, was 
with them until last September 
when he entered the Univer­ 
sity 
of 
C o l o r a d o . 
Their 
daughter Pinkie, a graduate 
student at the University of 
California, was with them un­ 
til they got to Singapore, and 
she and their older son. John a 
teacher of French and dram a 
at the York School for Boys 
in Monterey, joined them for 
summer vacations. 


ALSO STARTING the cruise 
with the Pomeroys were Bill’s 
sister and her husband, Mr. 
and Mrs. David N. Plant of 
Ross, Merrill Matzinger of Bel­ 
vedere and Fred W<x>dhall of 
Ross, who served as engineer. 
With the aid of the latest 
electronic e q u i p m e n t Bill 
guided the “ Nereus” as cap­ 
tain and navigator for the en­ 
tire voyage, though Peggy oc-

easionally took a turn at the 
wheel, for she too has a navi­ 
gator's license. 
In Tokyo they added two 
Japanese sailors to the crew, 
and in Hong Kong they picked 
up their Chinese cook. Tang 
Tong, who stayed with them 
until 
they 
returned to San 
Francisco. 
“ Friends met us in various 
places, too,” said Peggy, “ so 
we had bits and pieces of 
home all the way.” 


THOUGH THERE W E R E 
rough 
t i m e s 
aboard 
the 
“ Nereus” — named for an 
encient Greek God of the sea 
pre-dating 
Poseidon 
or 
the 
Roman Neptune —- the voyage 
was not exactly Spartan. 
Eighty-five feet long and 21 
feet wide, the “ Nereus” is a 
ketch-rigged motor-sailer with 
a draw of 9 feet 6 inches. It 
has a living-dining salon and 
four double staterooms (sleep­ 
ing 11) that are carpeted wall 
to wall and made homelike 
with paintings and art objects 
and containers filled with fresh 
flowers everywhere. 


In addition there are showers 
with fresh water, a fully equip­ 
ped galley, big deep freezer, 
electric washer and crew quar­ 
ters. 


OVER TEA CUPS Peggy de­ 
scribed some of the high points 
of the voyage. 


“ Our worst experience was 
in the Bering Sea,” she said. 
“ I wouldn’t even fly over it 
again! Although we were there 
at the best time of the year, 
we had nothing but storms 
that caused much damage. At 
one time the “ Nereus” was 
filled with water with 25-foot 
seas lashed by 70-mile-an-hour 
gales breaking over her flying 
bridge. 
No 
wonder A d a k , 
Alaska, is called ‘the birth­ 
place of the winds!’ 


“ The United States Naval 
Station there — without which 
we could not have completed 
the trip — would give us wea­ 
ther information, and within 
five minutes it would change. 
We never saw the sun, moon 
or stars from June 14 to Sept. 
7. 


“ We went to see the largest 
sealing rookeries in the world 
on the Pribiloff Islands, and 
we 
were 
actually the 
first 
yacht ever to cross the North 
Atlantic and Bering Sea. Yes, 
we did see the sealing opera­ 
tions, but at what a price! 


“ O U R 
B E S T 
EXPERI­ 
ENCE she went on, “ was on 


the Island of Seychelles in the 
middle of the Indian Ocean a 
thousands 
miles 
from 
any­ 
where. It is a paradise — the 
way Tahiti was perhaps a 
hundred years ago. 


“ One of these islands in a 
group of 92 has two things 
found 
nowhere 
else 
in 
the 
world. In one of its valleys 
there are trees which bear 
sea cocoanuts — called coco 
de m er — that grow in pairs 
weighing 90 pounds. And in 
these same trees live the only 
black parrots on earth. Scien­ 
tists still know nothing about 
them or their habits. 


“ We fell so much in love with 
the place,” she said enthusi­ 
astically, 
“ that 
a f t e r 
the 
month we stayed there we 
bought property. At the end 
of March or first of April when 
Will comes home, we shall re­ 
turn and begin building a va­ 
cation home, where we hope 
to spend about four months. 


“ It’s half way around the 
world and too far to sail this 
time. We’ll fly to Bombay and 
go the rest of the way by boat. 


“ ANOTHER INTERESTING 
experience,” Peggy continued, 
“ was going through the Gota 
Canal between Gotaburg and 
Stockholm. There was so little 
clearance on either side of the 
Nereus that we seemed to be 
sailing through the land. We 
literally climbed a mountain 
by way of 65 locks we our­ 
selves manually operated. 


“ A thrilling adventure was 
exploring the sunken wreck 
of a 16th century Korean ship 
off the Island of Miako in the 
Ryukyus Islands s o u t h of 
Japan. 


“ We discovered while diving 
that it was an archeological 
gold mine filled with fascinat­ 
ing shards.” 


Peggy is an am ateur arche- 
ologist who was interested in 
archeological finds in Egypt, 
Turkey, Greece, Central Amer­ 
ica, Canada and Alaska, as 
well as on this ship. 


SHE CONTINUED, “ another 
of our m o s t interesting ex­ 
periences was traveling up the 
Danube River with Russia on 
one side and Rumania on the 
other. We were the first Amer­ 
ican vessel of any description 
to go up the Danube in 35 
years. 


“ We found Rumania a police 
state. This was well illustrated 
in a rather amusing incident. 
When a man happened to see 
the critical storv about Presi­ 


dent Johnson pulling his dogs’ 
ears in copies we had picked 
up in Istanbul of ‘News Week’ 
and ‘Time,’ he refused to be­ 
lieve anyone would dare to 
cr i t i ci ze the President. We 
were accused of having the 
magazines printed to p r o v e 
freedom we didn’t really have. 
“ However,” she added, “by 
the time we left, that man was 
really asking questions about 
the United States. And when 
officials came to take inven­ 
tories of all the books we had 
on board, several with our per­ 
mission took s o m e of them 
home to read. 
“ We found very much the 
same situation in Russia and 
Poland but not in Yugoslavia, 
which seems to enjoy more 
freedom.” 


A HIGH POINT AS far as 
boating was concerned, Peggy 
said, was in the Finnish Archi­ 
pelago. 
“ This was the finest boat­ 
ing we encountered anywhere,” 
she noted. "It is very similar 
to our Northwest and the San 
Juan Islands.”

Laymen Needed On Board 
Of Medic Examiner Review 


GETTING INTO DEEP WATER 


District, review committees would be 
created to advise the State Board of 
Medical Examiners, under a bill (SB 
400) introduced by Sen. Walter P. 
Stiern. D*Bakersfield. 
In general, we are in favor of the 
bill. 
However, it is unfortunate that all 
members of the district review com­ 
mittees are to be physicians or sur­ 
geons appointed by the governor. 
We believe it would have been more 
in the public interest if some members 
of the committee were laymen, not di­ 
rectly connected with the medical pro­ 
fession. 
Take the case of a Covina doctor 
who is now serving a prison term after 
being convicted with his paramour of 
murdering his wife. 
The profession did nothing about 
having the man’s license revoked. If it 
had not been for exposure in newspa­ 
pers, the medical board examiner may 
have recommended no change in his 
status. 
The conspiracy of silence in the pro­ 
fession is not always in the public in­ 
terest. 
Several lay board members on the 
district review committees would bring 
a more representative cross section of 
opinion to bear on matters that come

up before the medical board of exam­ 
iners and are turned over to the re­ 
view committees for recommendation. 
In any event, the final decision 
would still rest with the State Board of 
Medical Examiners. 
Senator Stiern’s bill would divide 
the state into five districts and create 
a district review committee within jur­ 
isdiction of the Board of Medical ex­ 
aminers for each district. Each com­ 
mittee would be composed of five 
members. 
The committees would be required 
to hear all matters, including contested 
cases, assigned to it by the board and 
to prepare a proposed decision for the 
board. 
In judging doctors charged with un­ 
professional 
or 
unethical 
conduct, 
there may be some reluctance on the 
part of other members of the profes­ 
sion to hand down a harsh decision 
against another member of the same 
profession. 
The proposal to create medical re­ 
view committees to advise the Board 
of Medical Examiners is a good thing. 
But we believe Senator Stiern’s bill 
would be strengthened materially if it 
provided for one or two lay members 
on the advisory committees.

Political Yearnings Blossom Out 
As San Rafael Election Looms

THE SEASON HAS arrived 
In San Rafael when people 
with political yearnings can do 
something about it. 
In other words, it's filing 
time for city offices. The dead­ 
line for filing is March 12. 
This is the time when per­ 
sons who have been critical 
about something or other in 
the way their city or schools 
have been operated have a 
chance 
to 
tell 
the 
voters, 
“ Elect me, and I can do it 
better.” 


IT IS AN OLD American 
custom that qualifications for 
office need not be considered. 
Anybody who can got suffi­ 
cient signatures on nominating 
petitions can run. The filing 
fee is small. 
Two men so far have enter­ 
ed the list for mayor, the job 
John F. Mclnnis will vacate 
in April after being elected 
to it four times. 
One of these is City Council­ 
man Charles W. Aby, who has 
served 14 years on the coun­ 
cil. For the past six years he 
has been its vice president, 
serving as mayor in Mclnnis’s 
absence. 
Certainly if experi­ 
ence 
qualifies 
one 
for 
an 
office Aby is amply qualified. 


PITTED AGAINST him is 
C. Paul Bettini, uho has serv­ 
ed 10 years on the San Rafael 
Board of Education. 
School 
board 
duties 
are 


quite different from those of 
the city council, as Bettini will 
soon learn if he is elected. 
Public office of one kind, of 
course, helps considerably in 
fitting one for public office of 
another kind. 
There is talk that Bettini has 
a very large campaign fund, 
with much of the money com­ 
ing from outside San Rafael. 
So it may be an interesting 
race. 
Three are definitely in the 
race so far for city council. 


TWO OF THESE are incum­ 
bents—Louis H. (Bud) Baar, 
who has served six years on 
the council, and Harry A. Bar- 
bier, who was appointed to the 
council two years ago to fill 
out the term of David Menary 
Jr.. who was elected city attor­ 
ney. 
The third is Irwin Taranto. 
His public office, of about two 
years’ duration, has been an 
appointive one — on the city 
parks and recreation commis­ 
sion. He has been a regular 
attendant at city council meet­

Castro has backing from a 
group that has long been influ­ 
ential in San Rafael school 
affairs.

The appearance of only two 
candiates for two school board 
seats is in marked contrast 
to two years ago, when seven 
candidates—including

BETTINI STILL HAS two 
years to serve on the school 
board, if he is not elected 
mayor. If he wins the mayor­ 
alty, he must resign from the 
school board.

WASHINGTON — President 
Lyndon B. Johnson’s success 
with Congress has a serious 
liability. 
The president is making Con­ 
gress look better than it is. 
This is endangering a cru­ 
cially-needed congressional re­ 
form—a thorough overhaul of 
outdated machinery with which 
Congress transacts—and often 
fails to transact — the public 
business. 
From 1949 to 1964—through 
the administrations of Presi­ 
dents Harry Truman, Dwight 
D. Eisenhower and John F. 
Kennedy—Congress crept and 
crawled through one session 
after 
another, 
doing 
little 
things speedily and much of 
the time neglecting the big 
issues. 


IT DID ONE thing boldly. 
It created the Hoover Com­ 
mission to modernize the exec­ 
utive branch of the govern­ 
ment. 
It did another thing typically. 
It refused to take any step to 
modernize itself. 
It is true that Congress put 
on a notable spurt of activity 
last year and that much, if 
not most, of Johnson's present 
legislative program is likely to 
fare well this year. 


BUT DOES THIS mean that 
the need for congressional re­ 
form is removed because one 
especially skillful president is 
good at stimulating action on 
Capitol Hill? 
There are two reasons why 
the answer is no. 
Congress has a duty to itself 
to be able to do its job by 
itself no m atter who is in the 
White House. 
Congress has 
lost a great deal of public con­ 
fidence in recent years and it 
will not regain that confidence 
by being able to act only at 
the initiative and prodding of 
Lyndon Johnson. 


FURTHER. THE non-legis­ 
lative demands upon members 
of Congress are terribly out 
of hand. Senators spend more 
time confirming thousands of 
postmasters 
in 
every 
city, 
town and hamlet than they 
spend 
on 
many 
important 


bills. One senator had to re­ 
view 600 applicants from his 
state for admission to the mili­ 
tary academies. And few mem­ 
bers of Congress have the staff 
to handle the mounting mail 
from their constituents — a 
two - way 
conversation 
that 
ought to be kept open. 
Congressmen know that the 
machinery of Congress needs 
to be brought into the second 
half of the 20th Century. 


SEN. MIKE Monroney, D- 
Okla., who was co-author of 
the La Follette-Monroney Re­ 
organization Act of 1946, is 
sponsoring a resolution to set 
up a joint Senate-House com­ 
mittee to propose m easures to 
modernize Congress. 
Sen. Clifford Case, R -N .J., 
and Sen. Joseph Clark, D- 
Penn., are urging that Con­ 
gress apply to itself the same 
approach it took toward the 
executive branch when it cre­ 
ated the Hoover Commission. 
While the Monroney resolution 
would limit the study group of 
congressional reform to con­ 
gressmen. the Case-Clark reso­ 
lution would also call on ex­ 
perts from outside Congress 
and provide a broader scope of 
inquiry. 
Actually Congress is only 
being asked to study reform s 
to help it do its job better. 


IT NEEDS TO do so badly. 
Its workload is out of balance. 
Its committees do not have 
adequate staff: at many points 
the staff is misused by the 
majority party and the minor­ 
ity party is denied adequate 
staff. Congress is never in a 
position to take a total look 
at the budget. 
It examines 
revenues and 
appropriations 
in separate compartments and 
never looks at them jointly. 
Congress has a high old time 
checking up on postal “ snoop­ 
ing” but doesn’t take time to 
consider the studies of its own 
agency, the General Account­ 
ing Office, into the wayward 
government spending. 
You would thmk that Con­ 
gress, 
so eager to 
reform 
everybody else, might take a 
little time to look into the 
m irror. 


INSIDE WASHINGTON 
U.S. Makes Deal 
For Viet Backing

WASHINGTON — President 
Lyndon B Johnson is paying 
a high price for the British 
l^ibor government’s support of 
his policy of “ controlled’’ air 
strikes 
against 
North 
Viet 
Nam. 
In exchange for Prim e Min­ 
ister Harold Wilson’s publicly 
voiced approval of retaliatory 
blows, 
th e 
p re s id e n t 
has 
agreed not to interfere in any 
way, 
by 
military or other 
m easures, with the large vol­ 
ume of British shipping to 
North Viet Nam. 


A STRINGENT blockade of 
the North Viet Nam coast is 
strongly favored by the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, with the vigor­ 
ous backing of the Navy and 
Air Force. 
British vessels are trans­ 
porting a heavy volume of 
vital supplies to North Viet 
Nam. 
Foremost is oil from 
Indonesia -crucially 
essential 
for the Communists’ 
trucks 
and other motor vehicles haul­ 
ing Soviet arm s and munitions 
from Hanoi, where they are 
carried by a single-track rail­ 
way from Red China. 
Intelligence estimates that 
42 per cent of Western ships 
engaged in this North Viet­ 
namese trade are British, 


BETWEEN 30 and 40 West­ 
ern freighters dock monthly at 
Haiphong, 
principal 
North 
Viet Nam port on the Gulf of

Tonkin. Of them, from 10 to 
15 are British. The others fly 
the flags of France, West Ger­ 
many, Italy, Greece, Norway, 
Lebanon, Japan and Panam a. 
Of 202 Western vessels un­ 
loaded at North Viet Nam in 
the past six months, 82 were 
British.

Cargoes included everything 
from oil to spare parts for 
trams and engines. 


UNDER 
THE 
president’s 
backstage deal 
with 
Prim e 
Minister Wilson, the U.S. is 
barred from any public stric­ 
tures assailing Britain’s highly 
lucrative trade with the Com­ 
munist Vietnamese. 
The U. S. has repeatedly de­ 
nounced such trade with So­ 
viet-satellite Cuba. But no offi­ 
cial word of disapproval has 
yet been uttered about the 
North Viet Nam traffic. 
The Joint Chiefs of Staff 
first proposed a so-called “ lim­ 
ited” blockade of the North 
Viet Nam coast last Novem­ 
ber. 


UNDER THIS PLAN, only 
ships carrying food and med­ 
ical supplies would have been 
allowed entry. 
All other cargoes would have 
been barred, particularly mili­ 
tary and strategic. 
No exceptions would have 
been permitted, regardless of 
the nationality of the vessels— 
Western, Soviet bloc, Red Chi­ 
nese, etc. 


IN EFFECT, THIS naval 
blockade 
would 
have 
been 
more drastic than the one im­ 
posed against Cuba during the 
historic missile crisis. 
The joint chiefs’ purpose was 
to shut off a principal North 
Vietnamese source of military 
and other essential supplies. 
After long deliberation—and 
an exchange of views with Wil­ 
son—President Johnson shelv­ 
ed the joint chiefs’ proposal. 


IT ATTRACTED no atten­ 
tion, but the House has quietly 
voted each member an extra 
$12,000 for clerical help. This 
was slipped through on a reso­ 
lution offered by Democratic 
Floor Leader Carl Albert of 
Oklahoma. Not a dissenting 
voice was raised.

Corte Madera Voters Facing 


A Pair Of Confusing Items 


Voters in Corte Madera are 
going to be scratching their 
heads and pulling at their 
chins and wondering come 
April 20. 
They will be faced with a 
pair of confusing items as they 
go to the polls. Their neigh­ 
bors, from across the street, 
will have only one confusing 
item. 


EVERYONE IN THE area 
will be asked to vote on uni­ 
fication. That’s the first con­ 
fusion. At first blush it seems 
simple. The question is wheth­ 
er all 11 school districts in the 
area of the Tamalpais Union 
High School District should be 
combined. 
But what is confusing is that 
there are little riders attached 
to the vote, thanks to the wis­ 
dom of our legislators in Sac­ 
ramento. 
For instance, a “ no” vote 
will not leave things the way 
they are. Instead, there will 
be a “ tax equalization.” where­ 
by districts with a high assess­ 
ed valuation per child will be 
taxed specially and the money 
turned over to poorer districts. 
Then, even if the measure 
fails, as it did last June, this 
time the state will give a spe­ 
cial bonus of $15 a child a 
year to those present districts 
whose voters did approve uni­ 
fication. 


THANKFULLY, the voters 
will not have to pick trustees 
for the unified district this go- 
round. That is another mess 
all in itself. 
Now, there is a special prob­ 
lem for the Corte Madera resi­ 
dents. 
At the same polling 
place, but on a separate ballot, 
to go into a separate ballot 
box. will be the recreation tax 
question. 
Since the voting precincts 
are set up according to school 
district needs, and since the 
town boundaries do not coin­ 
cide, not everyone going to a 
particular polling place will 
vote on the same issues. Two 


voter lists will be checked for 
each voter. 
In one precinct, Corte Ma­ 
dera voters will vote on the 
town tax question at a polling 
place inside Larkspur. 


ON THE RECREATION tax, 
the town fathers want to know 
whether residents will stand 
for having their town tax rate 
hiked by as much as six cents 
per $100 assessed valuation to 
continue support for the rec­ 
reation program. 
Unfortunately the ballot will 
say nothing about a recreation 
program. It almost said noth­ 
ing about six cents. The ballot 
proposition will call for money 
for 
“ recreation 
facilities.” 
Town Atty. Sherrod S. Davis 
has ruled that a “ program” 
can be construed as a “ facil­ 
ity.” 
How many voters will go 
through that mental contortion 
is unknown, but the question 
of leaving off mention of the 
six-cent limit could have been 
more serious. 


THE RESIDENTS will be 
voting on a town ordinance in 
a referendum, and ordinarily 
only the title of the ordinance 
would go on the ballot. The six 
cents does not come up until 
the third paragraph. 
Councilman Charles F. Pen­ 
dleton Monday won a battle to 
have that paragraph included 
on the ballot, so that voters 
would not all have to come to 
the town hall to read the ordi­ 
nance to find out what they 
were voting on. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
Larkspur- 
Corte Madera Joint Recreation 
Commission is in a quandary 
about whether to wholeheart­ 
edly support the tax measure, 
because they still are not sure 
whether the money will be 
used for their program, thanks 
to the wierd wording. 
They have received assur­ 
ances from the councilmen 
that the money will be turned 
over to the joint recreation 
commission.

SURVEYING OUR present 
scene, I find too many self­ 
decorated heroes emoting all 
over the stage. In the old days

The 
faculty is overwhelmingly lib­ 
eral, and an undergrad in­ 
forms me the students are free 
to express their opinions both 
in the campus publications and 
in their various organizations. 
There are areas, if 1 read cor­ 
rectly, where they may sound 
off to their heart’s content and 
solicit 
funds 
for 
whatever 
cause, be it the truths of Karl 
Marx or the heresies of Barry 
Goldwater. 


ALL THE UNIVERSITY has 
asked is that such political 
activity be barred from the 
places where it might inter­ 
fere with the normal work of 
the administrators. Which is 
certainly no more a restriction 
of free speech than that the 
orators of Hyde Park are for­ 
bidden to mount their soap­ 
boxes in front of 10 Downing 
Street. Or that we don’t allow 
parades on our freeways.

THIRD HEART 
East won and gave South his 
wish by returning a third heart. 
South discarded the jack of dia­ 
monds, and West ruffed. Now 
West returned a diamond, and 
East ruffed. 
E ast led another heart, and 
South rutfed with the nine of 
spades. West discarded his low 
club, took the next club lead 
with the ace and returned the 
q u e e n of diamonds to make 
South ruff. 
Wrhile dummy fumed, South 
led a club, and West ruffed. It 
was not the best-played hand of 
the year, and South was down 
three. 


PROPER PLAY 
Proper play would have held 
the loss to two tricks, but this 
would have been no triumph. 
South made his real mistake 
in the bidding rather than in the 
play. He should pass North at 
two clubs. 
G early, North l a c k s spade 
s u p p o r t and also lacks the 
strength needed for an opening 
bid. 


COMBINED HANDS 
There cannot be a game In 
the combined hands, and South 
should pass at the first safe 
part-score contract. 
If allowed to play at two clubs 
North would make his contract 
very comfortably, probably with 
an overtrick. If East or West 
made a further bid, he would go 
down. Any of these results would 
be better for South than going 
down three at two spades. 
It isn’t necessary to bid twice 
just because you have a five- 
card suit.

7Pump Theory7 Helps 
Explain Some Ideas 


(EDITOR’S NOTE: Want to 
get the answer to 2 plus 2 
equals X? Well, get a pump 
and a tank and a camera. Let 
Katie Mueller tell you all 
about it in the following fourth 
of five articles on the “new 
math.” At the age of 14 she’s 
been dealing with the “new 
math” for three years.)

Mathematicians have taken 
pumps and tanks and cameras 
and projectors and put them 
together in the “ pump theory” 
to help explain some of the new 
math. 
They’re not saying that a 
pump subtracted from a tank 
equals a projector. What they 
actually do with the pump theo­ 
ry is explain very simply why 
the products and quotients of 
Negative and Positive numbers 
are what they are. 
Let’s try to explain some of 
this confusion. 
In my previous article I ex­ 
plained 
the 
“ real 
numbers” 
with which the new math deals. 
That is, the concept that any 
number less than zero is a Neg­ 
ative number and any number 
greater than zero is a Positive 
number. 
I said that Negative number 
multiplied by a Positive number 
always 
produces a 
Negative 
number, and a lot of other stuff. 
But, since the new math was 
developed to teach the “ why 
as well as the “ how” of certain 
mathematical procedures, let’s 
turn to the pump theory. 
Suppose you had a pump that 
could pump water into and out 
of a tank. And suppose, too. that 
you could take a motion picture 
of the water level going up or 
down as the pump worked. And 
we’ll assume that you have a 
film projector that runs the film 
both backward and forward. 


ber or the picture on the screen 
showing the water level going 
down. 
If the film was made of water 
being pumped out of the tank, 
and the film was run forward 
through 
the 
projector, 
the 
screen would show the water 
level going down. But, if the 
same film were run backward 
through 
the 
projector, 
the 
screen would show the water 
level going up. 
From this we can see that: 
1. A Negative number multi­ 
plied or divided by a Positive 
number results in a Negative 
number. That is the same as 
No. 2 right above. 
2. A Negative number multi­ 
plied or divided by a Negative 
number is a Positive number. 
If you are confused, think 
what a job it must have been 
for those math professors who 
thought up all this wonder/ul 
stuff in the first place. 
In the next article we’ll see 
how 14 plus 14 equals 31. Mean­ 
while, I ’ve got to get to work — 
the modern math, unfortunate­ 
ly, isn’t yet modern enough to 
eliminate homework.

A very small, but very trou­ 
blesome area of the urinary 
tract will be the subject of a 
paper delivered by Dr. William 
R. Smart of San Rafael at a 
four-day sectional meeting of 
the American College of Sur­ 
geons in Seattle, Wash., starting 
next Monday.

Symptoms from the obstruc­ 
tions often resemble the symp­ 
toms of gastro-intestinal dis­ 
eases, making diagnosis diffi­ 
cult, Dr. Smart said. 
There are seven or eight op­ 
erations called pyeloplasties de­ 
signed to relieve the obstruc­ 
tions. Since the defects which 
lead to the obstructions are 
often bilateral, affecting both 
kidneys, the patient’s life is fre­ 
quently in the balance. 
In pyeloplasties, tissue is re­ 
arranged or moved to give a 
freer path to the urine from the 
kidney to the ureter. The ureter 
attaches to a small bladder-like 
organ called the pelvis of the 


kidney winch in tuin receives 
the urine from the kidney. The 
small area around the pelvis of 
the kidney (not to be confused 
with the pelvic bone) has a rela­ 
tively high frequency of obstruc­ 
tions, Dr. Smart said. 
Smart’s paper is called “ Ex­ 
periences 
with 
Pyeloplasties: 
Pitfalls and Advice.” He has 
performed 175 to 200 of the op­ 
erations and lectures on pyelo- 


piastics at University of Cali­ 
fornia Medical Center in San 
Francisco.
